Douglas. Anz., Sept. IS. (Special )
When asked this morning what were

the prospects of the proposed wagon
road from Churunibabi to Bocoachi
and Arizpe, Mr J. S Douglas,
manager of the Nacozari railroad,
stated that he considered the pros '

pects for building the road at an early
dlite to be excellent Considerable
money has already been subscribed and
more is expected from the business
men of Douglas, w ho hav e already sub
scribed a goodly sum. Mr. Tomlinson
of the mine, near Bocoachi,
has subscribed $2500 to the road and
other mining men interested in the
Arizpe district are expected to make
liberal contributions When this road
is completed it will be an easy trip of
one day from Nacozari to. Bocoachi or
Arizpe, whereas two davs' travel is
required to reach those points from
Cananea
